living at that early period. 


Following this would com* an exhibit o: 


the Eskimo of the Arctic regions, showing 
their Winter and Summer houses, sleds 
utensils, weapons, works of art, models o 


men, 
women and children made from cast 


taken and colored from life, and dressed in 
native costumes, A similar collection woul 
be token from the West Indies and Kastern 
portions of North America at Columbus 
time. By this plan we could oontemplut 
the condition and walks of primeval man 
which would be a great object lesson fo 
the millions o( visitors to study and ponde 
upon. 
To all this would be added a col 


lection of human skulls and skeletons from 
all parts of America, so that the difference 
and resemblances in the structures of the 
peoples shown by their bony relics couli 
be compared. 


Mr. E. W. Heeler, of San Francisco, has 


devised a plan for California's contribution 
to the Exposition in the novel feature of an 
enormous elliptical panorama. This is 
about bis description of it: Eztendin) 
from end to end will he a series of mount' 
alns formed of rocks and soil and partly 
covered with shrubs. Skirting this dimin 
ntivfl mountain' chain will be an elevated 
railroad, 20 feet from the ground, permit 
ting visitors to view from the cars the 
paintings of California landscapes on the 
Willie, as they are passed iu succession 
The elevated track will bo reached by oars 
gradually ascending through a tunnel u 
one end. In this tunnel, mining opera 
tions can be shown. 
When the tunnel ha 


been passed, Oakland, Alameda. San Fran 
cisco, Mount Tamalpaia, and the Golden 
Gate «ill first appear. Tha oars will pass 
through the body of one of the "big trees. 


At appropriate points men will be Been 


gathering fruit and engaged in other prin 
olple industrius of tbe State. Under al 
this will be a vast enclosure capable o 
holding 40,000 people for concerts or pro 
tection in case of rain. The series of paint 
ings will be aboat 1,800 feet in circumfer 
ence. 


"The Chicago Columbus Tower," which

Tha architecture is of modern 
Renaissance stylo and was designed by 
Messrs. Kinkle and Polk, of Chicago.

6,000 tons of iron. Its estimated cost is 
52,000,000. ID the center will be a large 
dome, 200 feet wide, and 200 feet high. 
Phis 13 calculated for concert and theatri- 
cal purposes, and .will have a seating ca- 
pacity ol 25,000 people. The walls and 
canopy will be richly decorated in oriental 
style. Eighteen elevators, with a capacity 
of 50 people aacb, will make twelve trips 
an hoar. Only two elevators 'will ran a 
distance of 1,250 feet. 
Many will take 


advantage of the trip. Here money will 
secure passage, for at least a short jonrney 
n the direction which all would like to 
travel, At the landing will be n large res- 
taurant wbere the travelers can rest and 
anoh before returning to earth again. At 
the apex will be a great globe, 33 feet 
in diameter, provided with 16 powerful 
electric lights which will be observable 50 
miles distant. Admission fee will be 25 
cents; 50 cents to 400 feet and $1 to the 
top. 
When completed it will bs 500 feet 


higher than the Eiffel Tower In Paris, 
and the greatest architectural construction 
erected in the history of man. It will be 
the ptide of our nation and out of tbe 
most Attractive features of the great ex- 
position.

main's Railway Tunnel. 


An article In The Allahabad Pioneer 


gives some interesting particulars con- 
cerning the tunnel that has just been 
completed through the Khojak, on the 
railroad from Quetta to Candahar. The 
Khojak pass is 7,600 feet above the sea 
jnS. about 2,000 feet above the level of 
the surrounding country. The tunnel 
pierces the range at right angles, and itt 
Course is therefore due east and -west, 
and It enters the hill about 1,000 feet be- 
low the crest of the pass. The length of 
the tunnel is 13,«00 feet, or two and a 
half miles approximately, and it will 
carry a doublelineof rails. Forthe first 
half the floor ascends about 1 in 1,000, 
and for the second half of the journey it 
descends at an incline of 1 in 40. There 
are two main shafts, one 818 feet and 
the other 290 feet deep, which were sunk 
in order to facilitate the construction of 
the tunnel. 
The chief obstacle to progress arose 


from the flooding of the tunnel at mow 
than one point. A large spring was out, 
and the-water flooded the shaft on,.the 
Qandahar rido to the depth of 180 feet. 
It took ten weeks to pump out the water, 
and in the western heading as much as 
600 gallons a minute were constantly 
rushing out of the west mouth. In order 
to overcome thia difficulty a side cutting 
had to be made. The magnitude of the 
work is testified to by the banks of shale 
and rook at the mouths of the tunnel 
and at the pitheads, which are said to be 
quite altering the landscape in places. 
One curlona discovery made during the 
progress of the work, as the result of an 
investigation into the cause of certain 
mysterious explosions, was that it waa 
proved that "combufition had arisen in 
Bide a case of blasting gelatine." 


Another Drag Abomination to Be Avoided 


Exalgine is the name of a new drug 


similar in composition to antipyrin and 
antifebrin, which has lately been the ob- 
ject of much laudation for its energy as 
a painkiller. Neuralgias of all kinds, 
wher ever located, are generally dispelled 
by itsuse in about half an hour at tho 
outside. Frequently the pain does not 
return, and the cure is permanent, but 
sometimes there may be n relapse and 
further doses are necessary. Exalgine, 
however, has been engaging the atten- 
tion of Dr. Bardet and Dr. Dujardin- 
Beaumetz, two French physicians who 
have been making an investigation into 
the therapeutic qualities of this sub- 
stance. While they agree as to the ac- 
tivity of the drug in destroying pain, the 
doctors are equally unanimous in their 
opinion as to the danger of its use. The 
new pain killer is a powerful poison as 
well as a sedative, and its action affects 
the brain, giving rise t.-violent convul- 
sions like those of epilepsy. The moral 
of the findings of MM. Bardet and Du- 
jardin-Beanmetz is that « is better to 
endure pain than to resort to the use of 
so dangerous a drug to assuage it.—Jour- 
nal of Health. 


A New Clock for Baoe Courses. 


R. M. Jolmson, sheriff of Keokuk 


county, la., has invented and patented a 
horse timer -which he believes will be- 
come very popular on race courses. The 
dial is about throe fest in diameter, and 
Its divisions and subdivisions are marked 
•with sufficient distinctness to be seen 
from any part of the ordinary grand 
stand. 
The markings divide the circumfer- 


ence of the dial into minutes, seconds, 
half seconds, quarter seconds, eighth sec- 
onds and sixteenth seconds. The hands 
may be stopped or started instantane- 
ously by touching a button at the back 
of the case. Tho minute hand makes 
one revolution in twelve minutes, and 
the second liand makes a revolution in 
one minute. Both may be turned to the 
starting point instantly and easily. The 
escapement is a half second beat.—Jew- 
elers' Weekly. 


An Electric Storm. 


Dubuque, la., has been treated to a 


great electrical storm, which was not at- 
tended by loss of life, though telegraph 
and telephone instruments were burned 
out and some damage was done to prop- 
erty. It is quite probable that the elec- 
tric wires helped to protect the people 
from a storm of unusual violence. The 
great balls of fire that are reported to 
have exploded, doing no damage, have 
been observed before. Sometimes they 
are harmless, but more frequently they 
kill. As many as eight men have been 
killed at one stroke, and so instantane- 
ously that their dead bodies have re- 
mained in the attitude of life.—New Or- 
leans Picayune.

A dispatch from British Columbia says 
that Miss Kelly, of New Westminster, 
imagined she broke her leg by a sudden 
movement of the limb. Doctors were 
called in and could discover no break, 
but decided, to open an abscess which 
had developed near the supposed break.
